D. B. Hunt Gives Process 
to Government To 


Aid Defense. 


A remote-control welding de- 
vice, invented by an Atlantan, D. 
B. Hunt, welding engineer with 
the Southern Railway, may revo- 
_jutionize the national defense pro- 
| gram and cut in half the time nec- 
essary to build the contemplated 
two-ocean navy and the air force. 

Hunt, who lives at 484 Brent- 
wood drive, N. E., spent most of 
_ his spare time in the past year and 
@ half perfecting his invention, 
and believes it will cut the weld- 
ing operations for building war- 
ships from 25 to 50 per cent.

Time Saving. 

The importance and value of the 
invention is- that it will consid- 
erably shorten the time consumed 
by welding engineers in making 
the adjustments in the electrical 
charge necessary in welding op- 
erations. Under the old type of 
electric welding, the operator had 
frequently to change the current 
by a manually operated machine. 
As many as six changes had to be 
made in an hour, and the operator 
lost much time. By using the new 
machine the operator can make 
the six changes in no more than 
Six seconds. : 

A. D. Snipes, industrial engi- 
neer for Westinghouse, said, 
“Hunt’s invention will definitely 
cut down the time required in 
building naval vessels. How much 
time it will save I cannot yet 
say.” 

Emergency Priority. 

Te Navy has found the need for 
the device so great that it is ar- 
ranging to issue emergency pri- 
orities for its manufacture. The 
inventor is donating it to the Navy 
as his part in the national defense 
program. 

Only “34 years old, Hunt is a 
native of Haralson county. He has 
studied at Georgia Tech and other 
schools. This is not his only in- 
vention. His others include a 
process for welding manganese 
steel and a method for welding 
steel rails.

survey to measure first public reaction to the campaign. 

Today’s survey results reveal three facts about public opinion 
on the poll tax question. 

1. Throughout the nation as a w hole, a large majority of voters 
are in favor of abolishing all existing poll taxes. 

2. In the 13 southern states public opinion is of mixed com- 
plexion on the issue.

BERLIN, April 1.—(#)—Ger-

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County Planning Commission 

The Fulton County Planning Commission 
has now completed two years of service and, 
during that period, has achieved one of the 
most remarkable records at a cost to the 
county so small as to be almost niggardly. 

It is impossible here to recapitulate the im- 
portant projects undertaken and carried out 
by the commission, but they constitute a list 
of astonishing proportions and amazing value 
to the county and all its citizens. 

Pyominent among these projects is the land- 
use survey. This survey has so classified all 
lands in the county that it is of inestimable 
value in locating public parks, quarries, indus- 
trial sites, future roads and highways, loca- 
tions of sub-divisions and residential roads, etc. 
In -brief it provides the means for intelligent 
‘ planning for the future and for such develop- 
ment along ordered and systematic lines that 
will save the county hundreds of thousands of 


dollars. 
Another achievement of high value to the 


public is a system of numbering of houses, 
stores, etc., all over the county. It is based 
upon the Atlanta system and has eliminated 
the old confusion which used to arise, par- 
ticularly in such congested areas as Bankhead, 
Buckhead, etc., when numbers were given 
either in haphazard fashion or not at all. 

It is a well-known fact that the tourist 
cabin establishments in Fulton had such an 
evil reputation that they were notorious all over 
the south. What is not so generally known is 
that, through the administration by the plan- 
ning commission of the present tourist cabin 
ordinances, this business has taken such high 
rank that the county’s method is cited by the 
FBI as ideal and more than 60 other counties, 
all over the south, have adopted the Fulton 
plan as their own model. 

Under the commission’s supervision all 
garish signs have been taken down outside 
tourist camps; all operators and employes have 
been fingerprinted in order to keep out all per- 
sons with criminal records; operators and em- 
ployes are required to hold health certificates; 
approaches have been standardized; sale of 
liquor and beer has been prohibited and many 
other improvements made. 

The importance of the work done by the 
commission takes on added significance at this 
time because of the necessity of co-operation 
with the Army and Navy and other federal 
government activities in the rapidly expanding 
defense program. Mapping of military high- 
ways is now under way and soon there will 
have to be a co-operation between these fed- 
eral authorities and the county that would be 
prattically impossible without such a commis- 
sion as this. 

The county, during the two years of the 
commission’s existence, has appropriated a 
relatively insignificant sum to cover all ex- 
penses, including salaries. Some federal money 
has been available. It would, however, be good 
business for the county, both for the present 
and the future, if this appropriation could be 
substantially increased. Greater responsibili- 
ties are looming ahead of the commission and 
greater efficiency would be possible if appro- 
priation was more liberal. The money spent 
will be an excellent investment in the future. 


Why They Struck 
-A revealing story of the fantastic reasons 
for some strikes in defense industry comes out 
of. Washington. | 

It is stated that there has been in progress 
for six weeks a strike against a small company 
which, despite its lack of size, is engaged in 
making a vital defense product. 

Because of the importance of this particu- 
lar product, and the desire that it’s method of 
manufacture should not become known to 
enemy agents, the FBI requested that five spe- 
cial watchmen be hired by the company. It 
was specified that these watchmen. should 


either be actual FBI agents or men approved 
by that organization, The company agreed and 
the five watchmen, carefully chosen by the 
FBI, went on the job. 

And the workers struck because tnese five

branded the strike as “wild-cat” and promised 
to stop it. But six weeks or more have passed 
and it is still in effect.

Legal, and Justified 

The action of the United States in seizing 
Axis ships tied up in American ports is per- 
fectly in accord with international law and 
fully justified under circumstances. The only 
pity is that,the action was not taken many 
months ago. 

Sabotage of craft tied up in harbor is a 
federal offense, punishable by prison sentence 
and heavy fine. It is perfectly logical it should 
be so, for a sabotaged vessel not only impedes 
the normal operations of the port, but consti- 
tutes a menace to safe navigation. That the 


_ United States, informed of sabotage plans of 


the Italian and German ship crews, should 
seize these vessels was as proper and correct 
a course as that a policeman should arrest a 
criminal dangerous to scciety. 

As a matter of fact, under international 
law, this country had the right to seize these 
vessels ever since they first found safety in 


- our ports. During the first World War, before 


she entered the conflict on the side of the 


Allies, Italy seized all German ships in her 


harbors. 

It is probable that ways will be found to 
use the seized ships in the Atlantic convoy 
system. Regardless of their ultimate use, how- 
ever, there is no question whatever as to the 
right of the United States to act as she did 
over the past weekend. Of course the Axis 
governments will protest and the controlled 
press of the Axis nations will fume and fulmi- 
nate. Neither Hitler nor Mussolini, however, 
will use the incident as pretext to declare war 
against this country. Both have more war 
than they bargained for, on their hands, 
already.

Eight Years 


Next Monday, April 7, is the eighth anni- 


_versary of the re-legalization of beer in the 


United States. During the eight years since 
April 7, 1933, the brewing industry, both from 
the manufacturing and distributing angles, 
has shown marked advancement. 

Undoubtedly the product is better today 
than it was in 1933. But, far more important 
than this, is the activity of the brewers and 
distributors, through organized trade associa- 
tions, to keep conditions surrounding the sale 
of beer law-abiding and wholesome. 

There can be no question that the strongest 
factor in eliminating beer selling places of 
undesirable character bas been the beer men’s 
organizations themselves. They have co-oper- 
ated with official law enforcement bodies and 
have brought a great improvement in condi- 
tions generally. 

It must not be forgotten, either, that the 
brewing industry contributes much to the 
economic welfare of the nation. Recent sta- 
tistics show that employment for a million per- 
sons has been provided in the production and 
marketing of beer, and in the trades serving 
breweries; thirteen billion dollars in trade has 
been made possible; public revenue to federal, 
state and local treasuries has reached the 
great total of more than two and three quar- 
ter billion dollars. 

Beer, properly used, is a wholesome and 
beneficial beverage. If the brewing interests 
continue to police the industry to the end that 
beer can not be sold under undesirable con- 
ditions, anywhere, a great business will con- 
tinue to enjoy increasing prosperity through 
many more anniversaries to come.

The action of: the Southern Governors’ Con- 
ference in New Orleans a few days ago in de- 
ciding to send a committee to Washington to 
visit President Roosevelt and ask his help in 
getting a larger number of industrial defense 
projects for the south and at the same time seek 
a revision of freight rates that will put this sec- 
tion on the same basis as other parts of the nation, 
should meet with the approval of every south- 
erner. 

A. study of the location of industries in con- 
nection with the defense program clearly indi- 
cates that the south is not receiving anything like 
a fair share of such projects. 

The concentration or centralization of impor- 
tant defense plants in the east and north certainly 
has dangers that must be apparent to all. 

But we are never going to get very far in our 
fight for consideration in the establishment of 
industrial plants—defense or otherwise—until 
there is an adjustment of freight rates that will 
make possible shipments from the south on the 
same basis. as shipments from other sections. 
There simply is no sense or justice in such a 
situation. 

The south has been fighting for adjustment of 
freight rates for years. We have made some prog- 
ress,-hut there is still much to do. Let’s not give 
up the struggle. We do not ask favors, but we

THE MILLS OF THE GODS It is a well-known saying that 
the mills of the gods grind slow= 


ly but that they grind exceedingly fine; 

At that, I doubt if they will grind finer than the two mills 
which the present grand jury is recommending for relief in Fulton 
county. Three mills are desired and anything less is not enough. 

This may be the realistic way out. That group will starve at 
a slightly more rapid rate than at present. It is not polite to say 
starve. But hospital and medical reports keep indicating children 


from this group suffer from malnutrition ‘and not infrequently die 


of some disease they could have thrown off had they been well f 
This happens in the case of adults, too. They do not starve to 
death. They do get an inadequate dig for so long a period of time 
that they die of any disease which catches them. This enables us 
proudly to say that no one will stajve in Fulton county. 
So, this may be the real answér to the problem. They un- 


doubtedly will die faster under a system of relief financed by two 


mills than they will under one financed by 23-4 or three mills. 
Their suffering will not be a great deal more acute. They will just 
die faster. 

This may not, however, seriously deplete their numbers. There 
always are enough on the ragged edge about to become uneme- 
ployables. They will slide on down‘hill into that group and keep 
its miserable and impossible ranks pretty well filled. 

They may die fast enough to reduce the number which at present 
includes about 3,500 families. If so, this may be the solution. 


Iwo mills may grind finer than 2-3-4 mills. 
NOT FOR DEFENSE It ought to be understood that, no mat- 
ter how many defense jobs there may 


be available, there will be only an occasional one on the list of 
Fulton county’s unemployables who will be able to take a job. 

Not for nothing or without reason are they called “unemploy= 
ables.” They are too sick, or too feeble-minded, or too weak, or 
too broken in body and health, to work. : 

They are an absolute, hopeless drain on the community. It is 
doubtful if there are more than one-half of 1 per cent of them 
who could ever be really rehabilitated. 

They live in hovels and they help keep alive disease which now 
and then moves on the other side of the tracks and takes a toll. 
But not often. 

They are a very real problem for which there is no solution, 
unless it be the grand jury has hit upon one. Reduction of the 
relief tax to one mill would be much more satisfactory, if that is 
the desired solution. They would die off much faster at one mill 
than at two. 

These people can’t work and never will be able to work. They 
are just a miserable lot of sub-Hogarthian characters, sodden, de- 
feated and done for. No matter how many jobs thereemay be, 
they can’t take them. They can’t vote, pay taxes or do anything 
except just exist in their. misery and—have children. They keep 
on multiplying. 

The ratio of feeble-minded among these children is alarmingly 
high, They grow up, or a few of them grow up, to be just like 
their fathers and mothers, demonstrating again that as the twig is 
bent, etc., etc. : 

So, maybe the answer is to let them starve. The Chinese, who 
are accounted to be a very superior race, do that sort of thing and 
think nothing of it. It is not very humane, but it works» Those 
who can’t take care of themselves die off. Their pictures get into 
the magazines, sometimes, and missionaries occasionally horrify 
their patrons by coming home and showing pictures of the bloated 
bellies of the children and the thin. shanks and ribs of the grown- 
ups. Nothing like that will happen here. 

The hungry have many friends, such as pneumonia, scarlet fever, 
and tuberculosis, to say nothing of others. Tuberculosis is not the 
best of friends. He requires longer. Pneumonia, until sulphanil- 
amide was discovered, was the best of friends. But there are enough 
‘of them to do the job. 


NOT MUCH TROUBLE There will not be much trouble, 
We've had it before. There have been 


times when the police had to go down to clear out those who pro- 
tested at the offices. 

And, actually, there was no need of protesting at the offices, 
They can’t help it. They have just so much to administer. - At- 
lanta may get a black eye or a minor character from some such 
demonstration. But not much. 

I am entirely honest when I say that, from the utterly realistic 
viewpoint, it will not make a great deal of difference. The amount 
of.mainutrition, and the diseases stemming from it, will be some- 
what increased; the death rate will speed up after a few months, 
and no one will know the difference. 

The unemployables are just those filthy creatures you’ve seen 
poking around garbage cans or maybe shambling along the “off” 
streets. They don’t count for a single thing, and if you leave out 
their supposedly immortal souls, they are worth nothing at all, but 
are only an inconvenient burden. , 

So, maybe instead of two mills it would be better to have no 
mills at all. That would kill them off even faster. 


The Soil Where the Sapling 


Grows Determines the 
Quality of the Tree

One of the great airplane companies, which employs seventy- 
five thousand men, has in charge of personnel a psychiatrist who 
is using a new method of choosing employes, with results that 
seem almost miraculous to other industrialists. In testing the fit- 
ness of applicants for employment, he doesn’t stress physical cae 
pacity or skill or natural aptitude, but temperament and per- 
sonality. 

The result is a remarkable body of young men who are de- 
pendable and loyal and able to co-operate. with the company and 
one another without strife or friction or bickerings. 

If this company’s policy is imitated by others, as it doubtless 
will be, the industrial training of youngsters may begin before 
kindergarten days. 

Temperament and personality are natural equipment, like a 
talent for music, but they can be developed or warped and stunted 
by early environment, 

If one boy is sensibly encouraged by approval and example, 
and another of equal abality is ignored or rebuffed and ridiculed, 
will they be equally qualified to win success? Not one time in 
a thousand. 

We all admire a sturdy and well-poised kid of 12 who stands 
straight and speaks clearly—and who is neat and well-mannered, 
and yet a regular boy. We know he ranks near the head of his 
class in school, and studies hard to stay there. And we know he 
has a sense of responsibility and honor. 

But few if any are attracted by another boy. of the same age 
who hangs his head and squirms and’ answers questions reluctant- 
ly and sullenly. You wouldn’t employ or trust him. You know he 
isn’t doing well in school, and you think he never will amount to 
anything. 

Perhaps not. But the fault may not be his. 

The two boys may have been equal at the start. But the first 
was treated with consideration and respect and taught to respect 
himself, his parents and his home. He learned by experience that 
doing well brought rewards. 

The other boy was ignored when he did well and punished 
when he didn’t. He was ridiculed and made to feel ashamed. 
He felt inferior. He hated school because others surpassed him 
and he was humiliated. He didn’t try because it seemed useless. 
He answered sullenly because shame embarrassed him, and he 
— others for thus humiliating him and making him hate him-

Senate Votes 


To Purchase . 


Argentine Beef 


Supplemental Defense 
Measure Approved 
Unanimously. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—(?)— 
The senate approved unanimously 
today a  $4,389,000,000 supple- 
mental defense appropriations bill 
after amending it to provide for 
Army and Navy purchases of Ar- 
gentine canned beef and other 
foreign products under restricted 
circumstances. 

Such purchases would be al-| 
lowed only if domestic articles of 


comparable quality could not be 
purchased in sufficient quantities 
and at reasonable prices. 

The measure. now goes to a 
joint senate-house committee to 
iron out differences between sen-. 
ate and house versions. These’ 
differences included the. senate’s | 
modification of a house provision | 
flatly prohibiting foreign pur- 
chases by the Army and Navy and 
its addition to the bill of $315,474,-.

Nuisance Held 


Unnecessary 


Engineer De- 
scribes Method for 
Checking Problem. 


By WILLARD COPE. 


Any numbo-jumbo about the 
necessity for a smoke nuisance in 
Atlanta was cleared away swiftly 
and succinctly here yesterday by 
the head of the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers. He 
made it clear that it is just a 
question of will—that no mechan- 
ical difficulties lie in the path. 

The speaker, Dr. William A. 
Hanley, of Indianapolis, Ind., a 
corporation director. and Purdue 


'University trustee, gave his au- 


thoritative expressions in an in- 
terview between sessions of the 
society, which has been meeting 
here since Monday. 

Method Described: 

“It is perfectly possible to burn 
soft coal efficiently and economi- 
cally so that there will be no 
smoke or soot,” he said. “It is a 
question of progressive combus- 
tion as opposed to swift burning. 
Soft coal contains from 20 per cent 
to 35 per cent of highly volatile 
matter. When it is burned quick- 
ly this material goes up _ the 
chimney and out over the city. 

“The small stoker, which feeds 
the coal very slowly, has proved 
the answer in Indianapolis and 
other cities that have solved this 
smoke problem. Slow heating-up 
is the total answer. 

“In solving the problem 


it is 


necessary to begin with the big; 


fellows—the large stacks 
belch forth those dark and noi- 
some clouds. The little fellow 
must be reached gradually. In St. 
Louis they have a processed coal 
for these little fellows. Among 
the very poor homes, which are 
to be encountered in numbers in 
Atlanta, as in other cities, you 
can’t expect machine installa- 
It must be a treated coal.”
